<Sec. ___. Section 15E.117, Code 2009, is amended8

to read as follows:9

15E.117 Promotion of Iowa wine and beer.10

1. The department of economic development shall11

consult with the Iowa wine and beer promotion board on12

the best means to promote wine and beer made in Iowa.13

2. The department has the authority to contract14

with private persons for the promotion of beer and wine15

made in Iowa. At the direction of the department, the16

director of the department of administrative services17

shall issue warrants to the department of economic18

development on the barrel tax fund created in section19

123.143 and the wine gallonage tax fund created in20

section 123.183, which moneys21

3. a. Moneys appropriated to the department22

pursuant to sections 123.143 and 123.183 may be used23

by the department for the purpose purposes of this24

section, including administrative expenses incurred25

under this section.26

b. Of the moneys appropriated to the department27

pursuant to section 123.183, the department shall28

allocate one hundred thousand dollars to the midwest29

grape and wine industry institute at Iowa state30

university of science and technology.31

Sec. ___. Section 84C.2, if enacted by 2010 Iowa32

Acts, House File 681, section 2, subsection 8, is33

amended as follows:34

8. “Part-time employee” means an employee who is35

employed for an average of fewer than twenty hours per36

week or an employee, including a full-time employee,37

who has been employed for fewer than six of the twelve38

months preceding the date on which notice is required.39

However, if an applicable collective bargaining40

agreement defines a part-time employee, such definition41

shall supersede the definition in this subsection.42

Sec. ___. Section 84C.4, if enacted by 2010 Iowa43

Acts, House File 681, section 4, is amended by adding44

the following new subsection:45

NEW SUBSECTION. 7. Wages in lieu of notice. The46

thirty-day notice requirement in section 84C.3 may47

be reduced by the number of days for which severance48

payments or wages in lieu of notice are paid by the49

employer to the employee for work days occurring during50
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the notice period. A severance payment or wages in1

lieu of notice shall be at least an amount equivalent2

to the regular pay the employee would earn for the work3

days occurring during the notice period.4

Sec. ___. Section 91C.2, unnumbered paragraph 1,5

Code 2009, is amended to read as follows:6

A contractor doing business in this state shall7

register with the labor commissioner and shall meet8

both all of the following requirements as a condition9

of registration:10

Sec. ___. Section 91C.2, Code 2009, is amended by11

adding the following new subsection:12

NEW SUBSECTION. 3. An out-of-state contractor13

shall either file a surety bond, as provided in section14

91C.7, with the division of labor services in the15

amount of twenty-five thousand dollars for a one-year16

period or shall provide a statement to the division of17

labor services that the contractor is prequalified to18

bid on projects for the department of transportation19

pursuant to section 314.1.20

Sec. ___. Section 91C.7, subsection 2, Code21

Supplement 2009, is amended to read as follows:22

2. a. An out-of-state contractor, before23

commencing a contract in excess of five thousand24

dollars in value in Iowa, shall file a bond with25

the division of labor services of the department26

of workforce development. The A surety bond filed27

pursuant to section 91C.2 shall be executed by a surety28

company authorized to do business in this state, and29

the bond shall be continuous in nature until canceled30

by the surety with not less than thirty days’ written31

notice to the contractor and to the division of labor32

services of the department of workforce development33

indicating the surety’s desire to cancel the bond. The34

surety company shall not be liable under the bond for35

any contract commenced after the cancellation of the36

bond. The bond shall be in the sum of the greater of37

the following:38

(1) One thousand dollars.39

(2) Five percent of the contract price.40

b. An out-of-state contractor may file a blanket41

bond in an amount at least equal to fifty thousand42

dollars for a two-year period in lieu of filing an43

individual bond for each contract. The division44

of labor services of the department of workforce45

development may increase the bond amount after a46

hearing.47

Sec. ___. Section 123.143, subsection 3, Code 2009,48

is amended to read as follows:49

3. Barrel tax revenues collected on beer50
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manufactured in this state from a class “A” permittee1

which owns and operates a brewery located in Iowa shall2

be credited to the barrel tax fund hereby created in3

the office of the treasurer of state. Moneys deposited4

in the barrel tax fund shall not revert to the general5

fund of the state without a specific appropriation6

by the general assembly. Moneys in the barrel tax7

fund are appropriated to the department of economic8

development for purposes of section 15E.117.>9
